Down in Odmmittes.

——

REFUSES ALL WEAKENING PROVISIONS

Sehenes Thot Wonld linve Had the
Effect of Practlenlly Annualling
the Law Are Nipped in

the Bud,
DES MOINES, Feb, 19.=(2pecial  Tele-
gram.)—The senate committec on rallronls

today held a long meeting, and, at the con-
elusdon, voted unanimously to restore Lhe
parta of the old law which provide for the
enforcomenut of the orders of the rallrond
commirgion by legal process,  The code com-
missloners made changes In these laws
which, It 1s claimed, if they bad been ac-
cepted and enatted inte law, would have
destroyed much of the effectiveness of the
statutes.  The old laws provide that the com-
misgloners, or any private perfon, when the
ratiroad violates any regclalion of the com-

misslon, tay apply (o the courl for a
peiromptory writ of injunction or any ather
proper procesa (o enforee the regulations.
The code commission changed the writ of
Injunction to a writ of mandunus,
and clalmed the effect wns the
saine, Lawyers in the legitlature

declared that a writ of mandamus would not
have the same offeet, and that the change
was a clever scheme to practically annull the
Inw. It was also shown that the old law
provides that the commiseloners may, in the
name of the state, take up any casxe begun
by a private party and prosecute it In the
name of the state. The code commissioners
loft this out, It was represefited that this
was o weakenlng provision, beeause o private
litigant could easily be pacified by a change
of the rates ar regulationg of the road, and
alto that a private person conld seldom
afford to continue a long ltigation agininst
a rallroad.
